Some cultural tidbits in this episode: 

The colors of the Peruvian flag are red and white. 

The song "El Condor Pasa" is a traditional piece of Andean music. (It is, of course, not usually 
played so poorly). 

Llamas are common in the andean regions of Peru, Ecuador and Bolivia. 

The Andes Mountain range is the longest in the world. It extends along the entire Western coast 
of South America. 

The character "Sr. Humala" is named after Ollanta Humala, a leftist candidate in the 2006 
Peruvian presidential elections. He lost to Alan Garcia. 

Quechua is the language of the Inca. The descendents of the Inca still speak it today, and it is an 
official language of Peru in areas where it is spoken.
